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LAW CENTER FILES BRIEF 

The National Center for Law and the 
Deaf is supporting a class action suit 
by the Oklahoma Association of the Deaf 
to require police to appoint interpreters 
as stated in the Oklahoma statutes. 
The named plaintiff had been arrested 
and the refusal of the police to appoint 
an interpreter resulted in his not being 
able to be released on bail for several 
days. In August a District Court Judge 
ruled that the Oklahoma statutes did not 
apply to hearing-impaired people at the 
arrest level. The Center's Legal Defense 
Fund filed a brief with the Supreme 
Court of Oklahoma challenging the 
failure of the Oklahoma City Police 
to appoint interpreters when a deaf 
person is arrested.

Gallaudet's phone service connection 
with C&P is such that an operator will 
come on the line and ask what number you 
are calling from before your call will 
be completed. Therefore, you must 
either ask a hearing friend to initiate 
the call for you or place the call from 
an off-campus TTY phone.
